Mmli# It appears that tapirs, apparently 
rhinoceroses, and swine follow the hotse- 
fashlou; an aMoclatlon which demonstrates 
that the movement Is not dependent on the 
presence of a third trochanter oh the femur 
of the recl**od«ety»« fhorttes, tapir* and 
rtrfnnceroae*!. One writer haa suggested 
that the ruminants’ mode of rising Is for 
the purpose of bringing the horns Into 
action for defence as soon as p<isa|b!e, but 
agaHmt this Is the case of the rhinoceroses. 
Possibly the raising of the bind leg* first 
may be connected with the function of 
rumination and the complex form of atom- 
aeh correlated therewith. One correspond¬ 
ent stated, however, that an aas rise* like 
a ruminant, which, if , true, apseta all 
t h codes.—Kao w ledge.
